LIVING ON THE FAT OF THE 
LAND. 

.. Kuling, July 26. , 
Borodin arrived in Kuling on 
July 15 accompanied by some half 
dozen, Russian’ mon and women. 
Tho whole~ party stayed . at the 
Fairy Glen Hotel. Boradin was 
protected by civilian gunmen, who 
carried automatics ‘ concealed in 
their clothing. Thesamen accom- 
panfed Borodin wherever he went. 
When he entered the hotel lounge, 
they sat about in the seats round 
him-and, when’ he went in to a 
meal, they stood behind his table. 
In addition he had an ‘escort of 
about’ .a° dozen. soldiers, These 
men ‘too made themselves 
thoroughly at home in the hotel 
chairs and lounges. - «°° 
Borodin’s face is much thinner 
than it was six months ago.’ He 
looks a sick man. THe showed him- 
self very suspicious of any ‘one 
who approached his person, -al- 
ways asking what was his nation- 
ality, where ‘he came from, ete.

Champagne Ad Lib. ,

FAMOUS MISSION VESSEL’ 
TO BE BROKEN UP. - 


“Gin and Bibles,” as the ‘old 
sailing mission ship Harmony 
awas irrevercntly but affectionately 
named by sailors, is in.the ship- 
breaking yard. “ 


No'vessel in the Arctic Seas was. 


more widely known among sailors 
and landlubbers all over the world 
than the Harmony. After half a 
century in. the service of the 
Moravian Missionary Society she 
was-sold:a few’ months ago to the 
Hudson Bay Corhpany. ; 
“We sold her” said the secretary 
of the mission to a newspaper re- 
presentative “after she had been 
for over 


“She wis" the last’ of a-suc- 
‘cession: of Harmony ships that 
havé sailed along this coast with 
supplies for the natives since 
1771. ‘ a 
. Work Continues. 

“The disposal of the ship docs 
not’ mean that our work is being 
discontinued. We are getting our 
supplies to the mission stations 
in other ways.” . : 

A year ago, the Harmony left 
Dartmouth for her last. voyage to 
the trading stations of Labrador. 
Previously she was a 200-ton 
whaler, and her arrival at the re- 
mote ports of call in- the frdzen 
wastes was so great an eyent 
that, the Eskimos used to fire «uns 
into the air ,to notify the sur- 
rounding populations of her pre- 
sence, . : 

Captain Jackson, who navigated 
her for so long a period, had some 
perilos experiences during his 
office. There is not much value in 
the ordinary sea chart in- those 
regions, and he was up ‘against 
ice and fog always. a, 

Originally the Harmony was 
called the Lorna Duone, and sail- 
ed in the Eastern, seas, trading 
in tea, but she went to the , Far 
North as a whaler afterwards for 
a Dundee! firm before being ac- 
quired by the Moravian Mission, 

She hag had some queer cargoes. 
It waa said” that. she took out 
everything for the natives from 
“flour to tombstones," and her 
passengers. were equally interest- 
ing.. Some of. them were so fas- 
cinated by the mysteries of the 
new life they found in the Arctic 
‘regions that they decided to stop.. 

On her last voyage she took 
out a selentist and anthropologist, 
as well ag a well-known London

During the disturbances around 
Shanghai, H.M.S. “Woodcock,” 
when doing patro] service up the 
Yangtse River, was fired . upon, 
from the shore and opened fire in 
return, being the first British ahip 
to come into action against the 
Chinese: Revolutionaries, says . a 
Home paper. . 

This little shallow draft gun- 
boat of 150 tons is actually the 
oldest vessel in fighting commis- 
sion in the British Navy, having 
now completed 30 years’ 
since she wag built by. John 7. 
Thornycroft & Co., Lid., in 1897. 

The upper reaches of the Yang- 
tse River, with its many rapids, 
are extremely difficult to navigate, 
and H.M.S. “Woodcock” ~ was 
specially designed for this service 
and was the firat steamer of any 
size to navigate the long and 
dificult, stretch between Ichang 
and Chungking. ° :

QUACK REMEDIES AND DIET 


Thd chief symptom by which. a 
physician, determines the presence 
of diabotes isthe appearance of 
sugar in measurable amounts in the 
fluids excreted from the body. -- 

The exact cause of diabetes, other 
than the disturbance of the ipan- 
creas resulting in degeneration of 
the islands of Langerhans, ig not 
known. It has been found, haw- 
ever, that overeating and lack of 
exercise ‘may be prominent -points 
dn‘ the, history of the “individual 
concerned, . The sugars come large- 
ly from starch and ‘other foods. 
The person does not manufacture 
more sugar than usual, but cannot 
‘use properly that which he manu: 
factures. Tho'excess of sugar that’ 
‘accumulates is then! poured out of 
the body through the fluids,’ “ 

Sometimes a severe infection may 
be the insult to the body that re 
sults in degeneration of. the pan- 
ereag and diabetes. Sometimes 
tumour of the pancreas or a stone 
in tl tube which carries the. ex- 
ternal secretion of that gland into 
the intestines will cause a degenern- 
tion of the gland that results ‘in’ 
diabetes. Tho’ diesease apparently 
‘runs‘in families because of some 
peculiarity of body structure that ig: 
inherited. 


Before the discovery. of insulin 
it was customary to treat diabetes 
largely by lowering ‘the amount of 
food, and particularly the amount 
of sugar taken in. It ig still cus- 
tomary, to rest the diseased organ 
in this manner, so that dietary 
changes are made even when in- 
sulin is used. Insulin makes it 
possible to take part of the burden 
off the pancreas’ and to permit the’ 
Ratient a somewhat more varied 

Jet.

Most of the quacks who sell 
patent remedies of one kind or an- 
other for the treatment of diabetes 
get their testimonials from persons 
with mild cases who are apparently 
helped by any medicine, provided 
they also modify their diet. The 
direétions accompanying the remedy’ 
usually list .a simple diet, and. the 
person will invariably feel: better if 
he follows the diet, whether he 
takes the medicine or not. : 


The competent physician changes 
the amount of food that the person 
may take Siccord nig ‘to the amount 
of sugar that he exeretes. Thus it 
is necessary, to “make repeated 
examinations of ‘both the blood and 
the excreted fluid to determine to 
what extent the sugar is_ being 
‘utilized. properly by the body,. 


Patients who have been sick for 
many years with diabetes some- 
times learn to perform’ the simpler 
tests for themselves. The simplest 
test includes merely the adding of 
a few drops of the exeréted fluid 
to a teaspoonful of a solution con- 
If there is sugar 
present, the grayish blue colour of 
the solution changes to red.: Any 
physician will be glad to show this 
test to the patient who suffers with 
diabetes." .

HIGHLY SPECIALIZED STUDY.| 


‘An interesting school at the 
edge of the French Concesaion, is 
that presided over by - General 
Pan I-tzo ‘who is also .connected 
with the Military Headquarters at 
Lunghua. This school exists to 
train Kuomintang Party workers, 
such ag secretaries of party locals, 
labour. unions, students’ unions, 
orators, speakers, etc. ‘The course 
lasts only two months, but most of 
the 450 students have studied in 
colleges and middle schools pre- 
vious to admission.to the school. 


There are. men‘ and women 
students, all wearing the same 
uniform, so that it is difficult to 
tell them ‘apart when they are 
drilling. The course of study is 
highly specialized and includes 
the social and political aciences, 
organization work and the history 
of the. Kuomintang party. The 
students have to.submit to irons 
discipline.

‘The second group is ‘headed 
by Marshal Chiang Kai-shek in 
Nanking. The -third group is 
General, Tang Sanp-chi's govern- 
ment in Hankow. The fourth 
group, comprises these “genuine.” 
Kuomintang members, who pin 
their faith on General Yip Ting in 
Southern Kiangsi. 


They declare that Mz 
Kai-shek and General Tang Sang- 
chi are but militarists, Chiang no 
Jonger fights for principles ‘hence he 
suffers defeats in Shantung. Ma- 
dame.

He had been 
on tho Tientsin run for many years, 
and wag very popular among the 
travelling public, ‘with whom he had 
a reputation -for unfailing courtesy 
and efficiency. Before he took over 
the, Tungchow, he had command of 
the Fengtien, another of the Tientsin 


boats and one which, like the Tung-' 


chow, has been on the run for many 
years, + : 

. He was in command of the str. 
Yingchow some years ago when that 
vessel broke her propeller shaft be- 
tween Amoy and Manila, and it was 
‘owing to his ‘fine seamanship that his 
ship was mancuvred: into a position 
where she could be picked pp, He 
is stated to have been in command 
of a troopship during the war. 

Captain McIntosh came of a sen- 
faring family, . his father having been 
chief engineer of the Douglas str. 
Namoa when that ill -fated ship was 
pirated, in one of the bloodiest affairs 
of modern times, south of Hongkong 
in 1891. His.:grandfather is also be- 
Heved to have been a.seafaring man, 
and to have come to China in the 
carly *fifties or ‘forties. Captain Me- 
Intosh himself was -born in Glasgow 
in 1869. It,is not known whether he 
has any near relatives living. 

When he retired from service of 
the China Navigation Co. last year 
he was dealt with most generously by 
the company in. whose service he had 
received the disability which ultimate- 
ly was to lead to his death.

HAS SUFFERED.

A WONDERFUL. HERITAGE, 


It has been my recent experi- 
ence,’ after ‘having. lived abroad 
for ‘the best part of a year.to en- 
ter England by way of Southamp- 
ton, and to. spond n-few days in 
the New Forest, writes Mr, Ar- 
chibald “Marshall in a London 
paper. This is always to’ fall in 
love ngain. with the beauty of one's 
own country, especially in the 
early summer, when ‘the verdure 
of England js a miracle of refresh- 
ment, however fair the ‘scenes 
from which one may have come. - 

_The New Foreat, lying ‘within 
a few miles of one of. the gate- 
ways into ‘England, 
the most characteristic of all the 
national preserves of beauty, with 
its sixty-four thousand acres . of 

age-old trees, forest lawns, open 
heaths, winding roads, and all 
the ancient life that has gone on 
‘within its confines for a thousand 
years. " 


IT have known the New Forest 
nearly all my life, and. have lived 
in it,and it is with dismay that I 
have: seen the destruction that is 
going on ‘there now. 

«The felling of acres: of hard- 
wood trees and the planting of 
seeding firs, which at the best 
can never provide the beauty of 
the glades‘of oak‘and beech and 
yew and holly that are the glory 
of the New Forest, and the inter- 
ference with the ancient rights of 
the commoners are arousing acute 
local feeling. 

Great. ‘National, Park. 
The spoiling of this grent na- 


tional park is not.a.purely local. 


matter. It belongs to “all of us, 
and is ‘increasingly used .as a 
playground by all sorts and condi- 
tions of people. It ig not only the 
well-to-do motorist ‘who can ex- 
plore its beauties. It is within 
easy reach of the grekt populz- 
tions 6£ ‘Scuthampton and Ports- 
mouth and Bournemouth, and the 
eharabane, which ‘is the poor 
‘man’s motor, brings them. within 
reach of all its. beauties at all 
times of the year. 

The first consideration ought to 
be the preservation of those beau- 
ties, and. to use it as an oppor- 
tunity for experiments in forestry 
should come a long,way second. 
As for making money out of_it, 
very. little money can be made, 
and that. consideration ought not 
to come in at all. : 

The Forestry Commission hag 
300,000 acres of its own to deal, 
with in other parts of the king- 
dom. In the New Forest, which 
belongs to’ the Crown, it has the 
right to deal with. only 16,000 
acres out of the 64,000, and it is 
for this that the spoiling is,going 
on. . 

It is serious enough from the 
point of yiew~of beauty, which is 
all that I am concerned with. I

_ SEMENOY LOSES SUIT FOR 
¥.1,050,000, 


_ Tokyo—Ataman Semenov, for- 
mer leader of the Russian White 
Army, waa dofeated in a lawsuit 
which he, had filed in Tokyo six 
-years ago, ¢laiming $1,050,000 
worth of gold bullion. The Japan- 
ese authorities here handed down 
the verdict that the bullion be- 
longs to the now defunct Slbertan 
Government.

The gold bars, it is reported, 
were gent to Japan years ago for 
procuring war supplies for. the 
Siberian, White Army, At that 
time Ataman Semenov represent- 
ing the White’ Army, ia ‘said to 
have forwarded the gold ‘to Major- 
General Podtiaguin, military at. 
tache to the Russian Embassy, but 
before the supplies were prepared 
for being sent to the Siberian

Some time later Semenov sought 
refuge in Japan, where he filed a 
suit with the Tokyo District Court 
ayainst Major-General Pedtiaguin, 
demanding the gold bars.

Demand Turned Down, 


In 1925 Semenov's ‘demand" was 
turned down by the authorities 
here. Subsequently he appealed, 
and during the ensuing two years 
seyeral leading lawyers of Japan, 
divided. into three groups, fought 
for the issue, but so far none of 
the party has been given the tight 
to own the million in gold.
